Numbers show economy 
still in a dire state

WASHINGTON The number of laid-off workers 
receiving unemployment benefits has jumped to 
an all-time high near 5 million while new jobless 
claims remain well above 600,000. Both figures 
were worse than expected, and new projections 
from the Federal Reserve show unemployment 
rising for the rest of this year. 

The Labor Department reported Thursday 
that the number of people receiving regular 
unemployment benefits rose 170,000 to 
4.99 million for the week ending Feb. 7, marking 
the fourth straight week those receiving benefits 
have been at a record level on data going back 
to 1967. 

The continuing claims figure and underscored 
the difficulty people are having in this recession 
finding another job once they are laid off. 

An additional 1.5 million people are receiving 
benefits under an extended unemployment 
compensation program approved by Congress 
last year, bringing the total number of people 
receiving unemployment benefits to 6.54 million 
for the week ending Feb. 7. 

“The labor market is in disarray,” said Mark 
Zandi, chief economist at Moody’s economy.com. 
It’s possible that job losses for all of February 
could total between 700,000 and 750,000 
based on what weekly claims have done so far 
this month, he added. 

Employers slashed a net total of 598,000 jobs 
in January, the most since 1974. 

In other economic news, wholesale inflation 
surged unexpectedly in January, according to the 
Labor Department. Wholesale prices jumped 
0.8 percent last month, the biggest gain since 
July and well above the 0.2 percent increase that 
economists expected. 

The acceleration was led by a 3.7 percent surge 
in energy prices with gasoline prices jumping 
15 percent, the biggest gain in 14 months.

As the economy continues to struggle, the 
public is growing increasingly concerned 
about losing jobs, not having enough 
money to pay the bills and seeing their 
retirement accounts shrink, according to 
an Associated Press-GfK poll. 

Nearly half of those surveyed said they 
worry about becoming unemployed- 
almost double the percentage at this time 
last year. 

The poll released Wednesday also found 
public support dipped slightly in the past 
month for President Obama’s $787 billion 
stimulus package. 


9-year-old boy pleads guilty in homicide

ST. JOHNS, Ariz. A 9 -year-old boy accused of 
methodically shooting his father and his father’s 
roommate to death last fall pleaded guilty 
Thursday to one count of negligent homicide, 
settling the case that shocked the nation. 

Under a plea agreement, he pleaded guilty 
in the death of the roommate and two charges 
of premeditated murder for both deaths were 
dropped. Police said the boy used a .22-caliber 


rifle to shoot the men as they returned home 
from work Nov 5. 

The boy’s plea spares the rural community 
of about 4,000 from what would have been 
an emotional trial and prevents the boy from 
serving time in the state juvenile corrections 
system or being tried as an adult. 

The boy has not yet been sentenced. He 
could be sent to the county juvenile system, 
which would keep him close to his relatives. 


The boy is currently free from custody on 
furlough. He is due back in court for a pre- 
sentencing hearing on March 5. 

The boy was 8 when he was accused of 
shooting his 29 -year-old father, Vincent 
Romero, and 39 -year-old Timothy Romans, 
who rented a room from Romero. 

The boy’s mother objected to the plea 
deal, but Superior Court Judge Michael Roca 
accepted it.

School plans 
first gay dance

Step into Stevenson High School in Lincolnshire 
on Friday night and you’ll see something new that 
students and organizers hope becomes a tradi- 
tion: A dance for gay students. 

“This is the first time they’ve gotten to actu- 
ally plan a dance explicitly for their interests. That 
seems like a small thing, and it’s not,” said teacher 
Bill Fritz. 

Stevenson’s dance will be the most public event 
for a Gay Straight Alliance chapter whose forma- 
tion five years ago at the school sparked some 
controversy Club posters were torn from bulletin 
boards, so students laminated them and stapled 
them back up. Members heard whispered gay 
slurs, so they distributed lollipops that said “dis- 
crimination sucks.” They set up booths at school 
fairs and advertised the club as a welcoming place 
where teens could be themselves. A dance seemed 
the next logical step. 

They wanted a splashy affair open to all stu- 
dents and neighboring schools, said senior Aliya 
de Grazia, the club’s co-president. 

“We’re working on a disco ball and disco lights,” 
de Grazia, 17, said. 

“Full kitsch. People love kitsch,” quipped co- 
president David Norman, 17. 

Organizers hope to make the dance a tradition, 
building on inroads made in other area schools. 

The topic is controversial. Some contend 
schools should stay neutral on issues of homo- 
sexuality and that schools can shield students 
from discrimination without sponsoring clubs, 
let alone dances, for gay and lesbian students. 

Federal law prevents public schools from pro- 
hibiting student organizations based on their 
viewpoint. 

Stevenson High School Principal Janet 
Gonzalez said the dance will be governed by stan- 
dard school rules. 

“High school is still high school, so it has to be 
appropriate,” Gonzalez said. 


Commuters told to adjust rush-hour travel after 200 buses removed

CTA bus customers are advised to avoid 
rush-hour travel starting Friday, ride 
trains instead or be prepared to wait 
longer for crowded buses to arrive as the 
result of safety problems sidelining nearly 
200 articulated buses that are the work- 
horses of the fleet. 

The transit agency on Thursday 
removed from service the 60 -foot-long 
buses, which are 50 percent longer than 
the standard-size bus and carry more 
people, as a precaution after finding seri- 
ous cracks in the chassis of one vehicle, 
officials said. 

It was not known when the buses, 
which face inspections and possible 
repairs, will be returned to the streets. 

Taking out of service all North 
American Bus Industries Inc. (NAB I) 
buses, which represent 6 percent of the CTA’s bus fleet, is expect- 
ed to affect commuters across the system, particularly from 
7 to 8 a.m. and from 4:30 to 5:30 p.m. on weekdays, officials said. 

The CTA is encouraging commuters to adjust their travel 
schedules or switch to trains, if possible. More frequent rail ser- 
vice has been added on the Red, Blue, Pink, Green and Brown 
Lines, officials said. 


Bus riders also can check the whereabouts of buses by using the 
CTA Bus Tracker at ctabustracker.com. 

The NAB I articulated buses were in service primarily on high- 
ridership routes, but some of the standard-size 40 -foot buses 
are being reassigned from other routes while the NABI fleet is 
parked, resulting in longer intervals between buses on numerous 
routes, officials said. 

The CTA has known about potential structural fatigue along the 
frame of the NABI buses, based on an accelerated durability test of 
one prototype vehicle some years ago. But a CTA bus pulling into a 
garage recently failed, CTA spokeswoman Noelle Gaffney said. 

CTA Ac ting President Dorval Carter Jr. decided to remove the 
NABI buses from service until an independent expert evaluates 
the problem and repairs are made, Gaffney said. 

The accordion-style buses entered service starting in 2003. 

The CTA determined in 2005 that design flaws are to blame 
for the defects, which included cracks found around axles and the 
joint connecting the articulated midsection of the buses. 

The CTA filed a lawsuit against NABI after the financially 
strapped bus manufacturer failed to make sufficient improvements 
under the warranty, transit officials said. The CTA stopped making 
payments on the $102 million contract about four years ago. 

NABI has counter-sued the CTA for breach of contract for 
stopping payment on the bus purchases. Both suits are pending 
in Cook County Circuit Court. 

Slightly fewer than 200 buses still were in service when the 
CTA pulled the plug on them Thursday

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Group condemns U. of C. practices 


Executives at the University of Chicago Medical 
Center had hoped their initiative to divert some 
patients from its emergency room would spark a 
healthy national debate. 

Now they’ve got one. 

The nation’s largest group of emergency physi- 
cians Thursday condemned U. of C.’s plans, saying 
it comes “dangerously close” to violating federal law 
and calling for a congressional investigation. U. of 
C.’s initiative is aimed at clearing its ER of patients 
with non-urgent injuries and illnesses by redirect- 
ing them to community hospitals and clinics. 

The American College of Emergency 
Physicians cited the Tribune’s coverage last week 
of the hospital’s Urban Health Initiative and of 


12-year-old Dontae Adams, who was attacked by a 
pit bull and sent to another hospital for surgery 

The U. of C. maintains its Urban Health 
Initiative is about getting patients the right 
treatment at the appropriate location and that 
the plan does not violate the law. 

But in an unusual attack, the emergency phy- 
sicians’ organization said the hospital is failing in 
its obligation to treat emergency patients. The 
group also expressed “grave” concerns that U. of 
C.’s policy is “dangerously close to patient dump- 
ing,” a practice made illegal by the Emergency 
Medical Treatment and Active Labor Act. The 
group also is concerned other medical centers 
across the country could adopt similar strate- 


gies to cope with long waits for emergency treat- 
ment and rising health costs amid the deepening 
recession, which is what the U. of C. said were 
the primary drivers of its initiative. 

“Like nearly every hospital in the country, 
{University of Chicago] faces challenges relating to 
appropriate use of our limited emergency depart- 
ment resources and are seeking creative solutions,” 
the medical center said in a statement. 

The U. of C. also said the group’s criticism 
related to Adams’ case is “unfounded.” 

“We regret ACEP’s distortion of this case, and 
its mischaracterization of our efforts to respon- 
sibly address a nationwide crisis in health care,” 
the U. of C. said in a statement.

Support waning for Burris 


Even before this week’s controversy, U.S. Sen. 
Roland Burris’ prospects for election next year 
were dim— tainted by an appointment from a dis- 
graced and now ousted governor and a record of 
three consecutive losses in statewide campaigns. 

But as investigations get under way in 
Washington and Springfield to examine his verac- 
ity in dealing with state lawmakers and the public, 
Burris’ aggressive efforts to cap a 30 -year career 
with a Senate stint could end in a tarnished legacy 


long before any 2010 ballots are printed. 

Burris spent the day out of public sight 
Thursday after abandoning a planned trip to 
Rockford and vowing to ignore further questions 
from reporters. The longtime politician— who 
first blamed calls for investigation and resignation 
on Republicans playing partisan politics— now 
finds himself further isolated by Democrats. 

A number of Illinois Democrats have moved 
quickly from neutrality or support of Burris to 


calling for his resignation. State Comptroller 
Dan Hynes, a fellow Chicago Democrat, joined 
the resignation rolls Thursday Rep. Bill Foster 
issued a statement Thursday calling the revela- 
tion of Burris’ fundraising discussions with Rod 
Blagojevich’s brother “very disappointing.” 

Legislative Republicans called on Democrats 
to pass legislation for a special election to force 
Burris from office— a move that could raise con- 
stitutional questions. 

Gov Patrick Quinn and Mayor Daley are 
maintaining a wait-and-see approach about 
Burris’ immediate future. 


Bomb threat 
at DePaul 

The library on DePaul 
University’s Lincoln Park 
campus was evacuated 
Thursday morning following 
a bomb threat, university 
officials said. The university 
said the threat only affected 
the John T. Richardson Library, 
2350 N. Ken more Ave., said 
Denise Mattson, a DePaul 
spokeswoman. The library was 
evacuated about 11:30 a.m. and 
reopened at 2:30 p.m., she said.

Hate crime 
cases tough 
to classify 

The law is clear, but how it is interpreted 
by officials can vary from case to case

What constitutes a hate crime? 

Consider this: In three separate incidents last year, racial epithets were scrawled on 
posters in three different buildings on DePauTs Lincoln Park campus. The “n-word” was 
used in two of the cases, DePaul spoke sman John Holden said. 

But DePaul does not consider these acts hate crimes, Holden said. DePaul doesn’t have 
its own police department, like most universities, so it constantly works with the Chicago 
Police Department, Holden said. 

“They were not crimes per se. ... There was really no criminal damage to property,” 
Holden said “They are not being classified as hate crimes by us.” 

But these three incidents are being counted as hate crimes by the city, which tallied 72 
hate crimes in Chicago last year based on police data. There were 72 hate crimes in 2007. 
In Chicago, a hate crime is defined as a crime — including battery assault, criminal dam- 
age to property, criminal trespass, disorderly conduct or harassment by telephone —in 
which a specific hate motive has been established. 

In a hate crime, which is a felony, the motive stems from the intended victim’s 
actual or perceived ancestry, race, gender, religion, sexual orientation, physical or 
mental disability (including HIV status) or national origin. 

When investigating a reported crime, the Chicago police identify if the victim 
has been the target of a possible hate crime. If this is the case, the law requires 
the police to forward the victim’s known information to the city’s Commission 
on Human Relations, which tracks reported hate crimes in the city and pro- 
vides support for victims. 

But, as the DePaul vandalism cases illustrate, interpretations vary on 
what constitutes a hate crime. 

Ultimately, Chicago police make the initial call, said Norman White 
of the Commission on Human Relations. If the police report an 
incident as a hate crime, the commission then offers resources to 
® the victims and follows the case through the court system. 

White said most of the reported hate crimes in Chicago 
tend to be motivated by race and sexual orientation. 

In 2008, 44 percent of the hate crimes reported by 
Chicago police were race -related, 25 percent were tied to 
sexual orientation, 18 percent were linked to religion and 
12 percent to national origin. 

But in recent months, there’s been a spate of religion- 
related hate crimes possibly linked to the tension in the 
Middle East. 

Four synagogues and Jewish schools in Chicago and 
Lincolnwood were vandalized last month. At the end of 
December, a Molotov cocktail was thrown at Temple 
Sholom in Lakeview No one was injured. 

“{Hate crime] was the first conclusion I personally came 
to,” temple president Roger Rudich said. “We had never 
had any threats or problems so I have to think it’s related”

Woods says yes, he is ready to return 
to competitive golf next week

LOS ANGELES Eight months after winning the 
U.S. Open on one good leg, a healthy Tiger 
Woods is returning to golf 

Woods said on his Web site Thursday 
that he will defend his title next week in the 
Accenture Match Play Championship. 

“Em now ready to play again,” Woods said. 

The tourney in Tucson, Ariz., begins 
Wednesday. 

“He was ready to go weeks ago,” Stuart 
Appleby said at Riviera. 

The timing for Woods to end his 253-day 
break from competition could not be better 
for the PGA Tour, which has seen TV ra tings 
plunge after the world's No. 1 player had to 
miss the second half of the season. 

“We are delighted that Tiger is returning 
to competition and look forward to watch- 
ing him compete next week,” commissioner 
Tim Finchem said. 

The last shot Woods hit for real was a short 
par putt on the 91st hole of the U.S. Open 
at Torrey Pines, where he defeated Rocco 
Mediate to capture his 14th major, which 
Woods described as “probably the best ever” 
under the circumstances. 

He had surgery after the Masters last year 
to repair cartilage damage in his left knee, and 
suffered a double stress fracture in his left leg 
while preparing for his return.

He limped badly over the final few days of 
the U.S. Open, later saying the swelling was so 
bad at night that he couldn't see his knee cap. 

He began hitting short irons toward the 
end of December, and friends such as Mark 
O'Meara and John Cook said he had been 
playing plenty of golf over the last few weeks 
at his home course in Florida. 

Woods will be under even greater scrutiny 
when he returns at Match Play. The eight- 
month break is his longest ever, and there are 
questions of rust and how much he has modi- 
fied his swing after the knee surgery 

Even so, swing coach Hank Haney said last 
month that Woods would not return until he 
thought he could win. 

“He's not looking to just participate,” 
Haney said last month. 

Woods is a three-time winner of the 
Accenture, but no tournament is more unpre- 
dictable. Woods once lost in the first round to 
unheralded Peter O'Malley of Australia. 

His return could last only one day He could 
also advance to the weekend, where Woods 
might face as many as 36 holes a day. 

“I didn’t think he would return at Match 
Play because the media would be all over him 
if he lost in the first round,” Appleby said. 

Kenny Perry believes expectations will be 
minimal. 

“I think it’s awesome,” Perry said. “The

He had won 
nine of his last 12 tournaments and did not fin- 
ish worse than fifth during that stretch.

From its reggae-tinged opening salvo to its emotionally charged 
lyrics, Jazmine Sullivan’s “Need U Bad” appeared destined to hit 
the top of the charts, as it did when it was released last year. 

But it almost didn’t make it to radio. Even though Sullivan co- 
wrote the tune, she fretted about putting it out as her debut single. 

“I was a little hesitant to do the song because it was so different 
from everything else that was on the radio. It [has] a reggae vibe, 
and I didn’t know how people would accept it,” she said. 

It’s clear she’s been accepted now 

Not only was the song a rousing success (it was No. i on the 
R&B charts), it and her album earned the 21-year-old Philadelphia 
native five Grammy nominations. She went o-for-5 at the Feb. 8 
ceremony, but she was happy with the nominations. 

“It was unbelievable,” Sullivan said before the awards. “Just one 
was enough, but five is just amazing.” 

With “Fearless,” Sullivan has crafted an album that includes ’60s 
pop, ’80s dance and contemporary R&B. 

“I’m influenced by everything when I write. It can be speaking 
to my girlfriends or very personal [things] from my experiences,” 
she said. “That’s one thing that separates my album from a lot of 
other albums— it’s so diverse and that’s who I am.” 

Though her CD is titled “Fearless,” there are other songs on the 
CD that talk about being scared. On the song “Fear,” she name- 
drops things she’s afraid of— the dark, being in love, and whether 
her CD would flop or not. 

Despite her recent success, Sullivan says her fears haven’t been 
eased— in fact, she has even more to add to her list. 

“I think there are more fears now, more pressure for what’s to 
come,” Sullivan said. “I can take it though. I’m a fighter.”

Chicago’s Kaspar Hauser returns

“Prodigal son, when will you ever come home?” sings Kaspar 
Hauser’s Thomas Comerford on the band’s latest, “The Sons.” 
“Prodigal son, you know that you never walk alone.” 

The album, heavily influenced by the birth of Comerford’s 
first child in late 2006, deals with a host of family-related 
issues: parental obligation, emotional distance and, on the 
song “Prodigal Son,” redemption. 

Comerford, who grew up as one of three siblings, admits that 
he’s always been somewhat estranged from his own parents. 

“I was always the weirdest of the three [kids],” says the sing- 
er, who’s on a paid leave of absence from his job teaching film 
at the Art Institute. “But since [my wife and I] had our child, 
it seems like I get along with my parents better than before.” 

Indeed, “Prodigal Son,” which finds the narrator recon- 
necting with a wayward child, was inspired by the simplest of 


events: a drama-free Thanksgiving visit from the folks. 

Despite the life-altering events that spurned it, “The Sons,” 
recorded over the course of a year in a basement studio in 
Logan Square, remains unvarnished. Songs such as “Mark of 
Cain” and “Macbeth II (In the Morning)” are loaded with 
ragged blues riffs and drummer Steve Kiral/s loose-limbed 
kit-work. Says Comerford: “I know there are complicated 
ideas on the record, but I wanted the songs to be free of all 
that.” 

It’s a trend that Comerford sees creeping into every project 
he tackles nowadays, be it music or film. 

“In the past I was less aware of this idea of there being an 
audience,” he says. “I enjoyed— especially with film— engaging 
in this highly aesthetic pursuit and not really worrying about 
anyone else’s viewpoint. And I just didn’t want to continue to 
work that way I’m more interested now in being direct.”

Over the past week, his last as host of 
NBC’s “Late Night,” Conan O’Brien has 
taken to entering the NBC headquarters at 
30 Rockefeller Center in Newark from the 
ice-rink side, breaking with his long routine of 
coming in from Avenue of the Americas. 

“I was just determined that in the last few 
days, I would walk through the front and into 
that main entrance,” O’Brien 
said. “I know I won’t come this 
way again.” 

He added, “I’ll probably cry 
like a baby on Friday night.” 

Friday is his last night on “Late 
Night”— show No. 2,725 in his 
16 -year run— before he decamps for L.A. 
to prepare to replace Jay Leno as host of 
NBC’s “Tonight Show” on June 1. As part of 
an unusual deal, O’Brien has waited patiently 
for five years after the network announced 
that he would become Leno’s successor in the 
premier real estate in late-night TV. 

“I feel like that’s sacred ground,” O’Brien 
said. “That’s the job I signed up for, and that’s 
the job I’m excited about.” 

Sacred it may be, but that ground has shift- 
ed in the past few months. Rather than see 
Leno move on to another network to com- 
pete against his old show, NBC announced in 
December that it was opening up the 9 p.m. 
hour each weeknight for him, altering the 
makeup of late-night TV 

As some outsiders see it, O’Brien, who 
turned down offers from ABC and Fox to 
remain at NBC, could be stuck in a familiar

role— the follow-up act to Leno. It is a posi- 
tion that could leave him competing within 
his own network for guests and attention. 

According to these people, O’Brien is get- 
ting, well, stiffed. 

“I feel a little sorry for Conan,” said one 
longtime late-night executive, asking not to 
be identified because of possible future busi- 
ness with NBC. “I think he’s getting sand- 
bagged.” 

The move gave O’Brien pause for about “an 
hour and 45 minutes,” he said. “I 
took some time before I went to 
my producer and said: ‘ In this sce- 
nario, I’m still hosting that show 
that Johnny Carson had that I 
watched with my father in my liv- 
ing room, right?’ And he said, Abs, 
you are.’ And I said, Then I’m good.’ ” 

Competitors certainly smell vulnerabil- 
ity They point out that O’Brien is down to 
1.9 million viewers this season from 2.6 million 
in 2007, though virtually all network shows 
have fallen off in recent years. Meanwhile, on 
Comedy Central, Jon Stewart and Stephen 
Colbert posted record ratings last year and 
now land A-level guests. 

On CBS, Craig Ferguson, whose show also 
is on at 11:35 p m., has been winning fans and 
defying expectations by edging past O’Brien 
among total viewers on occasional nights. 
(“Late Night” consistently wins among 
younger viewers.) Jimmy Fallon, a former star 
of “Saturday Night Live,” replaces O’Brien on 
March 2. 

ABC’s host, Jimmy Kimmel, has a show at 
12:05 a.m., and his backers at that network 
have discussed a move up to 10:35 pni. to 


take O’Brien head-on. And David Letterman 
is talking about extending his CBS contract 
beyond next year, perhaps thinking he can 
reclaim late-night leadership. 

O’Brien acknowledged some trepidation 
about the move. He described it by recalling 
a scene from the film ‘Apocalypse Now” 

“I’ve spent my fair share of time at 3 in the 
morning,” he said, “lying awake like Martin 
Sheen in the movie, staring at the ceiling fan, 
thinking about my trip up river— and we all 
know how that turned out.” 

Sitting in his cramped office on the ninth 
floor of NBC headquarters and wearing 
a sweatshirt and jeans, O’Brien noted the 
Pegboard with cards listing the final week’s 
guests. The board routinely held a month of 
cards; now, as the cards came down, there 
would be no more. (The list for the final night 
remains a secret.) 

“I’m a very sentimental person who is pos- 
ing as a cynical person,” said O’Brien, who 
met his wife, a copywriter, while taping 
a comedy bit for the show. “This is 
a period of my life that I will never 
re-create.” 

What he creates on “Tonight” 
will inevitably be different, he said, 
in ways still to be determined. 

Several other late-night producers 
privately question whether O’Brien’s 
comedy style— which he himself 
defines as more silly than sophisti- 
cated— will translate to the more 
traditional “Tonight” show A 
competitor who would speak on 
the record, Rob Burnett of the 
Letterman show, said: “I think 
Conan will succeed. He’s a really 
smart, really funny guy”

If Heath Ledger is named best supporting actor at Sunday’s 
Academy Awards ceremony, his daughter, 3 -year-old Matilda 
Rose Ledger, will become the owner of the Oscar statuette. 

But it won’t really be hers until her 18th birthday on Oct. 28, 
2023 —and even then, only if she signs a contract. 

Matilda, daughter of the late Ledger and actress Michelle 
Williams, has been designated by the Academy of Motion 
Picture Arts and Sciences as the eventual owner of her father’s 
Oscar, should he win for his portrayal of the Joker in “The 
Dark Knight.” The Oscars air at 7 p.m. Sunday on ABC. 

The actor died of an accidental overdose of prescription 
drugs last year at the age of 28. 

But Ledger’s nomination, and his daughter’s young age, led 
to one of the trickiest situations the academy has dealt with 
in its eight decades of awarding posthumous Oscars. 

“It’s complicated, because there are two different questions 
that have to be answered,” says Bruce Davis, executive direc- 
tor of the academy “First, we have to decide who gets the job 
of accepting the award onstage on the night of the ceremony 
And then there’s the question of the eventual disposition of 
the posthumous statuette, which may not stay with the per- 


son who accepts it.” 

In Ledger’s case, says Davis, the second question was the 
hardest to answer. 

Academy tradition calls for a posthumous statuette to go to 
the spouse, or, if there is no living spouse, to the oldest child. 
Ledger wasn’t married, and Matilda is his only child. 

Yet because she is only 3, Matilda is legally unable to sign 
the winner’s agreement— a contract required of all nominees 
that says the recipient will not resell his or her Oscar without 
first offering it back to the academy for $1. 

“From our point of view, somebody has to sign the winner’s 
agreement, and a 3-year-old can’t do that,” Davis says. “Nor 
can a parent sign any kind of legal document that obligates a 
child to do something once they turn 18. I didn’t know that 
before we looked into it, but it’s a good law” 

After conversations with Williams and with Ledger’s family 
in Australia, the academy hit on a solution: The Oscar statu- 
ette can spend the next 15 years with Matilda, but her mother, 
who has signed the academy’s agreement, will be the legal cus- 
todian. When Matilda is old enough, she can claim ownership 
by signing the agreement. If she does so, she’ll become the 
official owner; if she opts not to sign, the statuette will revert 


Winner’s agreement 

The AMPAS requires all Oscar nominees to sign a contract 
specifying that they will not sell their statuette without first 
offering it back to the academy for $1. 

The so-called winner’s agreement dates back to 1951, 
when the organization began to worry about orphaned 
Oscars going to the highest bidder. So, how many winners 
have sold their statuettes to the academy for a buck? 

None, says Bruce Davis of the Academy, although Oscars 
still make their way back to the academy’s custody. 

The academy says it owns almost 100 statuettes that 
have been returned by winners, heirs, or buyers like Steven 
Spielberg, who purchased pre-agreement Oscars won by 
Clark Gable and Bette Davis to return them to AMPAS. ap 

to the academy without any payment. 

As for who would accept the award, that is a matter that 
show producers Laurence Mark and Bill Condon are keep- 
ing under wraps. Davis will only say that tradition calls for a 
posthumous Oscar to be accepted either by a close relative or 
“an artist who was close to the nominee, and who can speak 
credibly for him or her.”

had to tape my wrist. I blew an ankle out. 
My lower back was screwed up. Boot camp 
broke us, made us feel like pansies. 

SR: I was surprised at how dangerous it 
could be. You’d think the hardest, scariest 
thing would be the stunts, getting tossed in 
the air and all. It wasn’t, so long as the girls 
teaching us were tossing me. They made me 
feel light as a feather. But the guys on the 
set? I was scared to death!

You guys are both well out of high school. 
What made you want to go back there for the 
movie? 

ECO: I didn’t. Totally didn’t want to do this.
